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PREFACE.

In  preparing  the  Centennial  edition  of  Thompson’s  Coin  Chart  Manual  for  publication, 
I  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  adopt  the  shape  in  which  it  was  originally  published,  forty-one 
years  ago,  as  being  more  convenient  for  reference.  Some  of  the  old  silver  coins,  which  have  entirely 
gone  out  of  use,  have  been  expunged  from  its  pages,  while  their  places  have  been  filled  by  fine 
engravings  of  modern  coins.  The  values  attached  to  the  various  coins  figured  in  the  manual, 
are  taken  from  the  statement  of  the  Director  of  the  U.  S.  Mint,  the  values  being  given  in  gold. 
In  regard  to  silver  coins,  the  rapid  decline  in  value  of  that  metal  makes  the  nominal  price  great¬ 
er  than  the  intrinsic  value  ;  for  instance,  a  French  five  franc  piece  is  quoted  at  98  cents,  but 
to  realize  this  price  it  must  be  exported  to  France,  as  its  silver  value  for  melting  is  only  87  cents, 
with  silver  quoted  at  49  pence  per  oz.  in  London. 

The  relative  value  of  gold  to  silver  has  been  gradually  advancing,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  an¬ 
nexed  table  .
